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FOREWORD 


The sixth edition of the Directory of North American Protestant Foreign Mission Agencies is in the succession of 
those published in 1953, 1956, 1958, 1960 and 1962. In this edition extensive revisions of various kinds have been made. 

The Missionary Research Library recognizes, and promotes, the "six continent" view of the need and task in _ m | s ' 
sion. However, for historical and practical reasons, this Directory deals only with agencies in North America which 
carry on work outside of the United States and Canada. 


Within the bounds set for it, every care was taken to make the Directory both accurate and complete. However, 
the material represents, as nearly as possible, the replies as given by the missionary organizations themselves to the 
questionnaire sent to them, and this circumstance inevitably poses some problems in interpretation, both on the part 
of the agencies in replying to the MRL questionnaire and on the part of the MRL in using those replies. Therefore, it 
should be borne in mind constantly that this study is a report of replies, and c annot i n the nature of things be considere 
to reflect all of North American Protestant missionary effort , or to represent precise parallelisms in the reporting ot 
statistics, especially those on finances.

Relative to the fifth edition (1962), this represents a drop of 34 in the number in the first category, of 18 in the 
second category, of 17 in the fifth and 3 in the last category, but an increase of 4 in the sixth category. The total 
represents 68 fewer than two years ago, when 425 (not 427) were listed. 

Many factors explain the above circumstance, but three explanations predominate. One is that whereas hitherto 
several of the functional units related to the Division of Foreign Missions of the National Council of Churches were listed 
independently, these now are all incorporated under a single number (353). A second explanation is that a thorough 
scrutiny was made of agencies previously listed, and several were eliminated on the ground that they never had properly 
belonged in this directory. A third major explanation is that whereas the last edition listed a number of Direct Support 
missions with no board or agency but only a "forwarding agent" in North America, in tins edition no listing is made un¬ 
less there is some formal organization in North America, on the principle that this is a directory of agenci es, not of aU 
missionary work originating in North America for service outside the United States and Canada. In addition to these 
reasons, in a few instances 8 mergers (of Churches or of missionary agencies) have contributed to the fact that a smaller 
number of agencies is listed in this edition. 

The boundaries set for the directory are such that agencies which work onlyin Alaska and Hawaii are not included, 
even though these territories were often viewed as "foreign mission” areas before they became States of the U. . . 

On the other hand, in a very few instances we list a "home mission" agency because de facto it has work outside the 
United States and Canada as well as within these two countries. This principle also affects the listing of members of 
some of the Missionary Associations (Section VIII), since some of these have members which do not work oumde of 
North America. In other words, our listing of members of Associations is not necessarily a listing of all the members 
but only of those with work outside the United States and Canada. 

Some agencies have missionaries serving in countries other than those listed as fields of the given agency usually 
in some cooperative or special venture, but this has not been indicated in the cases of such boards because to do so 
would make the Directory too complex. In so far as we know, the statistics on the number of missionaries under appoint 
ment, in such instances ,\ included in the total given for the particular board. This, of course, means that the number 
of missionaries serving a given board on the fields listed for that board may be smaller than the total number of mission- 
aries under appointment by that board. 

Two years ago tables on personnel and finances were published as a Statistical Section of the directory. On 
occasions earlier, similar information was collected in conjunction with the preparation of the dtecwy tatw f pub¬ 
lished separately. This kind of data was not requested or compiled this year, and such statistical information ther 
is not being published either in this Directory or separately from it.

Attention is also drawn to the fact that in Section Vm, there are member agencies listed for some of the As¬ 
sociations which are not in the body of the Directory because there was no response on their part to the MRL question¬ 
naire and correspondence. 


. s P e cial mention should be made of a new kind of index added to this edition. This is the Alphabetical List of 
Churches. In this index the numbers refer to page numbers. In all other instances, numbers refer to the serial numbers 
given to the agencies. 

! In the index by geographical fields, when the agency reporting to the MRL did not specify particular countries 
but only a general area, e.g. "Africa", a category was used which we have titled "/area/ undifferentiated by countries". 

In the listing of the Professors of Missions, we have adopted as a criterion the listing only of those teaching in 
theological seminaries, divinity schools of universities, or other graduate-level institutions. We are conscious that the 
use 0 mch a criterion has its drawbacks and weaknesses. On the other hand, it is increasingly evident that it would be 
most difficult to discover and list aU who do some teaching in the field of missions in colleges, Bible Schools, and other 
undergraduate institutions, and the criterion adopted seems to be the most objective, equitable, and generally satis- 


Even though care has been taken to assure accuracy and completeness, undoubtedly there are errors, omissions, 
or wrong inclusions. We will appreciate it if mistakes are called to our attention. This Directory, the most compre- 
hensiye of its kind, is known to an increasingly wider constituency, and is used extensively by secular organizations and 
individuals as well as by church and missionary organizations. We therefore want it to be as up to date and correct as 
possible. r 


We wish to express our gratitude to aU the organizations and individuals who furnished the information requested 
of them, for we know that it is a time-consuming process to complete questionnaires. We regret that in some cases even 
several follow-up letters did not elicit a response. In some such instances we have listed the agency, giving only basic 
information drawn from the 1962 edition of this directory, and have so indicated; in other instances we were too un- 
certain about the situation to list the agency in this edition at all. 

Miss Helen L. Bailey, Research Assistant, has done the major work on this Directory. We express special thanks 
to her, as well as appreciation to other members of the staff of the Missionary Research Library who assisted in various 
ways.

The Associated Mission Medical Office was organized in August 1933 by six major mission 
boards in response to the need for a more specialized, experienced and systematized med¬ 
ical care of missionaries on furlough and for the health appraisal of new candidates. It is 
now rendering this service to fourteen mission boards and occasionally seeing missionaries 
of more than ten non-member boards. Normally the staff consists of four physicians who 
have served on the field as medical missionaries, two nurses, two laboratory technicians, 
and seven other staff workers. 

Last year 1,575 individuals were examined in the office and about 2, 000 examinations 
made in other cities in the United States were reviewed and evaluated by the staff phy¬ 
sicians. 

The operating cost of AMMO in 1963 was $156,100, prorated among the member boards^ 
on the basis of the actual value of the service rendered.

The Christian Medical Council for Overseas Work is an advisory and consultative agency 
for the assistance and enhancement of all medical mission activities in and out of the 
NCCCUSA. The Council also assists missionary physicians, nurses and other personnel as 
well as the national medical staff by sending professional material and books, and in the 
shipment of drugs from Interchurch Medical Assistance. The Council also assists national 
physicians and nurses seeking hospital positions in this country.
